Balles and Setnam dienrer 
of the Uilverslty of 
^tenc±^ester*s NUffleld 
Padlo Astrondry 

Laboratories at Jodrell 
Bank, Inland, this planet 
Is read as having a mass 
10 times that of our 
Earth. 

This planet was not 
discovered throu^ the use 
of normal optical 
telescopes but by measured 
fluctuations In the radio 
signals from the neutron 
star around i^lch It 
orbits. The neutron star 
Is a pulsar, specifically 
pulsar PSRl 829-10. The 
planet appears to orbit 
this dead star every 182 
days. The pulsar was 
noted as neklng three 
oarplete rotations every 
second however tiny 
deviations In the 
predicted arrival times of 
those pulses Indicated 
that Bcmethlng was 
dlsn^Jtlng the spin In a 
very regular way. The 
most likely explanation 
for the deviation would be 
the existence of a 
gravitational tug of an 
object the size of a 
planet. 

Collected Information 
so far Indicates the 
planet Is In a circular 
orbit about 70 million 
miles from the star.

On a personal level. 
Airman Simone Mendez has a 
strong Interest In art and 
had drawn presentation 
portraits of her 
canrmdlng officers. This 
had later earned her a 
full baclcground spread In 
the Tin3cer AFB, Cklahona 
newspaper In 1987. She 
also has a life-long, 
serious Interest In UFOs 
though she Is quick to 
explain this had nothing 
to do with her enlistment 
In the Air Force. "T^lk 
of space travel was always 
appealing to me," Mendez 
explained, "and the Air 
Force was a good W7iy for 
me to get out and see the 
world as well as using the 
opportunity to learn 
technical skills that we 
will all need In the 
future." 

Prior to her 

Involvonent In the Air 
Force, Efendez had two 
especially curious 

sightings between 1978 and 
1980. One Involved a 
straight line fonretlon of 
orange-<x>lored shapes 
traveling at the speed of 
low-flying aircraft and 
the other was a "V" 
fometlon of objects which 
Initially seaned to be 
flying backwards, open end 
forward. The formation 
reversed Itself as It 
approached and passed the 
zenith. 

In 1981, Mendez 

CTKXTuntered "Act I" of a 
govemnental UPO 

Information dram. 

ThrcTugh one "Ainron 


Gre®", Mendez was {?hnwn a 
sheet of Inforrotlon tom 
from the nechlne at the 
nessage center label Ttp 
Secret and Indicating that 
the North American 
Aerospace Defense Orfm^d 
(NCRAD) had detected a 
group of unknown objects 
entering the vicinity of 
Earth from deep space. 
Several of these objects 
were tracked entering the 
atmosphere and heading 
towards the Soviet Uhlon, 
after iihlch they hcvered 
on an area near ffcscxw for 
more than an hour. 

The exposure to this 
docunmt led to Tfendez 
being grilled Intensely by 
an FBI agent which led her 
to depression and to the 
base hospital. As harshly 
as she had been treated, 
Mendez understood that the 
Investigators were doing 
their job. 

Mendez * s (career was 
re-dlrected towards clerk 
type jobs which did not 
require security 

clearanros. It was not 
iihat she wanted hnt it was 
all that was left for her. 
She did the best she could 
with it. 

The cjuestlcxi roralns: 
was the dociment shown to 
her real or not? Mendez 
could not be sure after 
all she’d been through. A 
cnirlous series of events 
would help l^ndez answer 
this cjuestlon.

WHAT ABOUT CX)hS? WHY USE

PEOPLE? 

LYNN - "Cows are less 
valuable to people." 

DEBBIE TCMIE - "CUttle 
tissue is genetically 
equivalent to human 
tissue. For our purpose 
it is close enough a match 
that it is generally 
unnecessary to use humans# 
or other hig^ level 
species. Vte regret the 


occasional loss of a 
higher form of life due to 
the need of the greater 
good. Vie feel the loss# 
also. Know this# all 
unfolds as it must. The 
losses were not in vain." 

JEAN - "We use the tissue 
frem cows in an essential
